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Climate Prediction Center’s Hispaniola Hazards Outlook

The moisture deficit is reducing smoothly over Dominican Republic which is reflected on its vegetation.  
                      

For the past 7 days, a seasonal rainfall was observed over Hispaniola which could not help efficiently 
the drought installed over the northern and eastern part of Dominican Republic. Light to moderate 

rainfall has been recorded light to moderate rainfall over the southern part of Haiti while the central 
and a major part of the northern part has received showers or less over the area. Between 5 to 15mm 
has been registered over the northern and a small portion eastern part of Dominican Republic. The 

past 30 days, a below average has observed over the western part of Dominican Republic while the 
remaining area shows a seasonal rainfall. For the coming outlook period, a seasonal rainfall is expected 

over Hispaniola which would not efficiently help alleviate the strong moisture deficit occurring for the 
part 3 months over the northern and eastern part of Dominican Republic.
